He 
lied about the Calgary-Edmonton 
route iu a manner which would 
drive Ananias himself out of 
business, The difficulties of the 
road described by him as related 
by persons whom he never 
met and who had not even spoken 
on the subject when ae wrote, 
were almost as stunendous as his 
own mendacity, He did every- 
thing he knew how to discredit 
the Alberta route and to boom the 
business in which his employers 
were interested. The stories cir-

ever raised to strike them. 


MR. HAULTAINS VIEWS 


During his recent visit to 
Macleod, Mr. Haultain talked to 
the Gazette in reference to the 
new Brand Ordinance which has 
met with such a cool reception 
from the stockmen of the 
Territories. Mr. Haultain points 
out that up to March Ist applica- 
tions may be made direct to the 
Recorder at Macleod for brands as 
yet unrecorded, so tkat parties 
who are now using unrecorded 
brands nsay have them registered 
under the new law. 

He also said that after March Ist 
the brand office would be removed 
to Regina, a fact which becomes 
appaient on glancing through the 
Ordinance. The reason given is 
that the cattle interests in the 
eastern part of the Territories are 
quite as important as those of the 
range country, and that Regina is 
the most central location. 
Although the second reason given 
istrue enough in the present area 
ot the Territories the first cannot 
safely be advanced even by Mr. 
Hrultain. <As the editor of the 
Macleod Gazotte points out,and he 
certainly should know as he has 
filled the office of Brand Recorder 
for very many years, there are 50 
applications for brands from the 
ranching country in the west for 
every one from the farming 
district in the east, and that the 
capital invested in cattle in the 
west is approximately $10,000,000. 
From these facts it would 
certainly look as if Mr. Haultain 
were looking for an excuse for the 
removal of the brand office, 
because if Mr. Wood's statement is 
correct, as we helieve it to be, the 
proportion of business being 50 to 

in the west and east, Mr, 
Haultain’s first reason will not 
stand investigation. 

As a matter of fact, the whole 
difficulty in this asin many other 
cases arises from the fact that the 
interests of Eastern Assiniboia are 
not at all ours, and from the 
absurdity of trying to rule that 
district and ours as well by the 
same laws. Here in the west we 
need a brand law applicable to 
our own district and a brand office 
as well, and the importance of our 
principal industry entitles us to it 
asa matter of right. Let the 
Federal government cut off all that 
portion of the Territories lying 
east of the 3rd meridian and add 
it onto Manitoba, and allow the 
rest of us to live under laws which 
can be made applicable to us all, 
then we shall not only have a 
brand law to suit us, but also a 
brand office and all other offices 
where they ought to be today—in 
the west. 


BINDER TWINE

IMPERIAL DEFENUE 


A suggestion or rather a demard 
has been made ty Great Britain 
upon Canada for a contribution 
towards the expense of maintain- 
ing the Imperial navy. The 
demand was preceded by signiti- 
vant speeches by English states- 
men. At. Bristol, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach made no bones about 
stating that it was not creditable 
to Canada that she should con- 
tribute nothing to the naval 
defences of the empire, and spoke 
of toe “rade awakening” which 
would follow the neglect of. what 
was her manifest duty. In the 
scheme for Imperial Federation, 
it has always been a part of the 
programme that Canada should 
contribute her share towards 
Imperial defence, 

Canada needs no reminder of her 
duty in this regard, even when 
strengthened by the veiled threat 
suggested in Sir Michael Hicks 
Beevh’'s Bristol speech. It may be 
taken for granted that the people 
of this country are unanimousl 
in favor of the principle whic 
makes all British colonies con- 
tribute towards the defences of 
the empire. The details which 
remain to be settled are, firstly: 
the amouut of the contribution 
aud secoudly, the manner of its 
application. With regard to the 
first item, it would seem as if the 
Canadian governmenthad assessed 
the country $50,000 as the premium 
to be paid to our Imperial :ander- 
writers, Before long, no doubt, 
some permanent § arrangements 
will be made, based on proy er con- 
siderations, but in she meantime 
there is very little danger of the 
iritish government asking us for 
more than is just—or even as 
much, 

As to the application of the 
money, the decision will in all 


probability rest with the British | ™® 


government, but any suggestion 
from Canada’ wil! doubtiess 
receive due attention. The estab- 
lishment of a training ship in 
Canadian wacers might possibly 
be suggested by way of showing 
Imperial gratitude, but however 
it may be applied, it will be for 
uur bedefit. 

It must not be forgotten by our 
brothers in England that Canada 
has already done more to assist 
Imperial defence than any other 
res A The existence of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at a 
time like the present, when 
Britain may, wag day, need n short 
cut to the east, is of more practical 
strength to the Imperial position 
than any cash contribution, It is 
a significant fact that ou the same 
evening that Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach was speaking at Bristol, the 
Colonial Secretary at Liverpool 
was alluding to our transeon- 
tinental road as “a magnificent 
enterprise.” At the present 
moment, the C, P. R. is Britain's 
trump card.

They, however, expect 
that the Government will supply 
bridges and culverts where necessary, 
Nor can it be said that the settlers are 
unreasonable in expecting the Govern- 
ment to do thie; it is about all they do 
get for the amount of indirect tax- 
ation to which they are subject. The 
Government cannot preten that they 
are protecting the settlers and their 
stock by keeping here a sufficient force 
of mounted police. Cattle lifting is too 
much in evidence to afford them that 
excuse, 

Our rulers would do well then to 
repeal at once this Statute Labor Act, 
or cause it to remain inoperat ive till 
the majority of the settlers of a dis- 
trict wish to have it applied; and thus 
would be acting with, and notagainst, 
the wishes of the people.

Fort St. John, a distance of 1 miles, 
Wilson left the camp to hunt for open 
trails and was never beard of after- 
wards, He was tracked for a consid- 
erable distance and his trail showed 
that he had gone some distance and 
returned to within about a quarter of 
a mile of the camp where he had 
amped and in the morning started in 
a wrong direction. His trail was fol- 
lowed to heavy timber and lost there. 
This was about the last of October 
and nothing had been heard of him 
since. The exploration party procured 
another guide and went up to Fort 
St. John, where Hardisty caught up to 
them with the eight dog trains from 
Great Slave Lake. Here they camped 
for some weeks, building sieighs and 
y preparing for the trip across the moun- 
tains. Ten of the horses were killed 
aud fed to the dogs and the balance 
left behind at the Fort. The original 
intention was to travel along the 
height of land lying between the Pine 
and Halfway rivers, but this plan was 
abandoned in favor of the trip on the 
- ice up Halfway river; though the 
country was sufiiciently open to have 
permitted travel by and had the 
desired. It was ata point about half 
way up the Halfway river that Hard- 
isty, turned back leaving the party in 
good health and the outfit in good 
shape generally. They had the eight 
dog teams, five months provisions for 
themselves and anticipated no diffi- 
culty in getting to the headwaters of 
the Pelly river betore the snow left, 
after which they would build boats 
and continue the’ journey by water to 
their ultimate destination, Cudahy. 
There were eleven in the party when 
Mr. Hardisty lett. They were: Insp. 
Moodie, Messrs. Tobin and Lafferty, 
saree Pepin, Billy Inkster, Fitzger- 
ald, Joe Noosesnayh, Hugh 
Arnold, Tom. Sinclair, Napoleon, 
Thomas and Dick Egg. Their chief 
\ difficulty will be ip procuring sufficient

The rapid progress of the great Pro- 
vince of British Columbia and the in 
terest created by recent valuable dis- 
coveries in the mining districts ave 
attracted very great attention to- 
wards the country situated on the 
Pacitic slope of the Rockies. To meet 
the present dewand for authentic and 
accurate information as to the resour- 
ces of the province as well as to fur- 
nish all the information possible of an 
historical, political and sociological 
character has been the ambitious aim 
of the author, and it is necessary only 
to look into the pages of his book to 
become convinced of his success. The 
volume now before us, for which we 
are indebted to the courtesy 
author, is a neatly bound book of over 
500 pages, including nearly 100  illus- 
trations historical, biographical, and 
local.

The rapid progress of the great Pro- 
vinee of British Columbia and the in 
terest created by recent valuable dis- 
coveries in the mining districte have 
attracted very great attention to- 
wards the country situated on the 
Pacific slope of the Rockies. To meet 
the present demand for authentic and 
accurate information as to the resour- 
ces of the province as well as to fur- 
nish all the information possible of an 
historical, political and sociological 
character has been the ambitious aim 
of the author, and it is necessary only 
to look into the pages of his book to 
become convinced of his success, The 
volume now before us, for which we 
are indebted to the courtesy of the 
author, is a neatly bound book of over 
500 pages, including nearly 100 illus- 
trations historical, biographical, and 
local, There is absolately nothin, 
connected with the Province of Britis 
Columbia which is not fully explained 
in the minutest detail.
